Once the tree is indoors, cut a hole in 
the bottom of the bag large enough to 
poke the trunk through, and insert it in a

INGREDIENTS 


MAKES 36 TRUFFLES 


Truffles 

600 g good-quality dark chocolate, finely chopped 

¥4 cup 35% cream 

Cocoa powder for dusting (optional) 


Toppings 

3 tbsp finely chopped crystallized ginger 
2 tbsp coconut chips + 2 tbsp goji berries 
2 tbsp apple chips + 2 tbsp sugared thyme* 
1 tbsp orange marmalade + 2 tbsp sugared 
rosemary* 


i DIRECTIONS 

Fill a medium saucepan one-third full of water and bring to a simmer over medium-high 
heat. Place the chocolate in a large heatproof bowl; set aside. While the water is coming 
to a simmer, place the cream in a small saucepan and bring to a gentle boil. Remove the 
cream from the heat and pour over the chocolate, stirring to combine. 

Place the heatproof bowl over the saucepan of simmering water, making sure the water 
doesn’t touch the bottom of the bowl. Gently stir the chocolate mixture with a spoon 
until the chocolate is melted and the mixture is smooth; remove from the heat. 

Line a 9" square baking pan with parchment paper, allowing the edges to hang over 
the sides of the pan. Pour the chocolate mixture into the pan, spreading it evenly. 

Mentally divide the chocolate into quarters. Top each quarter with a different topping; 
swirl each quarter with the tip of a knife to slightly incorporate the topping. Place the 
pan in the refrigerator and chill until the chocolate is set, at least 2 hours. Remove the pan 
from the fridge and let stand at room temperature for 10 minutes. Lift the parchment paper 
out of the pan, moving the chocolate slab onto a cutting board. Using a sharp thin knife, 
cut the slab into 36 equal pieces. Dust the pieces with cocoa powder before serving. The 
truffles can be stored in the refrigerator in an airtight container for up to 1 week. 

*To make the sugared herbs, place 2 sprigs fresh thyme and 2 sprigs fresh rosemary on 
a parchment paper-lined baking sheet; brush with 2 tablespoons egg white. Sprinkle with 
1/2 cup superfine sugar and let stand for 30 minutes to 1 hour to dry before using.

Designer Sarah Walker found herself fac- 
ing the sanne dilennma as the proverbial 
shoennaker with no shoes. She’d finished 
countless fabulous design projects for 
clients, while her own Oakville, Ont., base- 
ment laundry room sat dark and unfin- 
ished. “It was such a depressing space, 
nobody wanted to do the laundry,” says 
Sarah with a laugh. What she needed was 
a deadline, and Sarah found the perfect 
one In the spring 2015 edition of the One 
Room Challenge, an online event where 
20 designers have six weeks to complete 
a project. Design caution: Six weeks is an 
unrealistic timeline for any major renova- 
tion. “It was madcap,” she says, pointing 
out she had to leverage all the tricks of 
the trade to get the space done in time. 

The planning process To eliminate 

one of the most time-consuming tasks of the 
design process, Sarah finalized the floor plan and 
sourced her most important materials before Day 1 
of the challenge. “The biggest layout problem 
was the furnace and water heater,” she says. 
“They were the first things you saw when you 
walked in the room.” She landed upon the ideal 
solution to strike a visual balance: a wall of white 
oak-veneered sliding doors to conceal the “guts” 
of the home on one side counterweighted by a 
work area on the other. Originally, she planned for 
a bank of cabinets above the work surface. “But 
with the sliding doors, I didn’t want to close off 
the space completely.” Instead, she opted for 
a chunky floating shelf in matching white oak. 

The design decisions Sarah’s design 

style is approachably sophisticated injected with 
high-contrast statements. Here, the visual pow 
comes from the handmade cement floor tiles. 
“They feel modern and traditional at the same 
time - 1 love them,” she says. Black base cabinets 
ground the space, while the white oak of the 
sliding doors and floating shelf help balance 
the dramatic qualities of the floor and cabinetry. 


The result “It sounds comical, but now 
when people come over, they ask to see the space. 
I feel like I could serve tea down there and my 
friends would be pretty happy,” says Sarah.

Patterned tiles are all the rage. 
We’ve seen them at historic 
sites and commercial establish- 
ments for quite some time (check 

out @ihavethisthingwithfloors on Instagram for 
proof), but they’re making their way into residential 
spaces at lightning speed. You can attain either an 
old- or new-world look at home with two types of 
tile available in the marketplace: cement and por- 
celain. Cement tiles are handmade by pouring pig- 
mented mixtures and cement layers into a mould 
and compressing them, while mass-produced por- 
celain tiles are made by glazing and firing clay at 
high temperatures for long periods of time. 


cement tiles vs. norcelain tiles 


pros! Eco-friendly; hand- 
made for lots of character 
and charm; perfect for 
bathroom floors and back- 
splashes in kitchens. 

COnS! Need to be sealed 
periodically; slight imper- 
fections from being made by 
hand; weight means ship- 
ping can be expensive.

sounds like nothing short of a Christmas miracle: arriving home during 
the busy holiday season to find that everything - from the tree to the 
table - has been decked out for Santa.

down to three or four papers - “I also hit end-of-season sales 
and select patterns that work for other holidays, too,” she says. 


The kitchen’s Tolix-inspired stools 
were, however, purchased here, as were 
all of Tara’s main Mid-Century Modern 
furnishings. The moulded plastic Eames 
chairs are perfect for kids, says Tara, but 
the Wishbone dining chairs are another 
story. “I chose them in a waxed-wood fin- 
ish instead of a painted one - and in the 
lightest colour,” she says, “so they stain 
easily.” Tara drapes them in inexpensive 
throws when she’s worried about who’s 
sitting there; and she does the same for 
the living room’s white sectional. “Obvi- 
ously, when I picked everything in white, 

I wasn’t thinking about kids,” she says. 

“I was just thinking that I love white.” 

When Tara gave birth to her boys, her 
friends bet that she’d overhaul all that 
white, but Tara just adapted. She relies 
on wipeable or slipcovered furniture 
and ample toss cushions and blankets 
to hide any stains. “I was worried that 
I was going to lose bits of myself with 
the influx of kids’ stuff. I still wanted my 
home to be a reflection of me,” she says - 
so the light colours stayed. 

Tara maintains the same scheme 
and design principles when decorating 
for the holidays. “Norwegians place a 
huge focus on artisans and crafts,” she 
says, explaining the inspiration for her 
own projects, including the Advent cal- 
endar, garlands, present toppers and 
ornaments she fashioned out of felt. A 
light palette, layers of blankets and furs, 
paper star lanterns and candles are also 
typical. “It’s so dark in Norway at this 
time of year - the sun goes down by 
3 p.m. - but people still sit outside, cov- 
ered in furs, to enjoy their coffee,” she 
says. “When you look inside their homes 
and everything is so warm and bright, 
it’s truly magical.” How wonderful that 
she recreated that magic here.

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CHOCOLATE ROLL WITH 
CHOCOLATE MOUSSE & TOFFEE 

PREP & COOK TIME! HOUR I SERVES 8 


6 large organic free-range eggs, separated 
% cup superfine or caster sugar, divided 
2 tsp pure vanilla extract 
y4 cup cake and pastry flour 
y4 cup + 3 tbsp cocoa powder, divided 
Vi tsp baking powder 
y4 tsp baking soda 

Chocolate Mousse 

2 tbsp icing sugar 
2 tbsp cocoa powder 
1 cup 35% cream 

4 oz dark chocolate, melted and cooled 
Vi cup toffee bits 

Preheat the oven to 375°F. Grease an 11" x 15" 
rimmed baking sheet and line with parch- 
ment paper. In a large bowl, beat the egg 
whites with an electric hand mixer until soft 
peaks form. Add half of the sugar, a table- 
spoon at a time, beating well until the egg 
whites are glossy and stiff peaks form; set 
aside. In another bowl, beat the egg yolks 
with the remaining sugar and the vanilla 
until pale and fluffy, about 4 minutes. 

Sift together the flour and % cup of the 
cocoa powder, the baking powder and bak- 
ing soda. Sift half the flour mixture over the 
yolk mixture and stir to combine. Gently fold 
in half of the egg whites, being careful they 


don’t deflate. Add the remaining flour mixture, 
stirring to combine, followed by the remaining 
egg whites, folding in just until they’re no lon- 
ger streaky. Gently pour the batter onto the 
prepared baking sheet, smoothing the top 
with an offset spatula. Bake on the centre rack 
of the oven until the cake is just dry to the 
touch, 10 to 12 minutes. Be careful not to over- 
bake the cake, or it will crack when it’s rolled. 

Sprinkle the top of the cake with IV 2 table- 
spoons of the remaining cocoa powder. Run 
a knife along the sides of the cake to release 
the edges, cover the cake with a clean dry 
tea towel and gently invert the cake onto the 
towel on a countertop. Carefully peel away 
the parchment paper. Dust the cake with the 
remaining cocoa powder. Roll up the cake 
from the short end like a tight pinwheel, with 
the tea towel inside, and let cool for 20 min- 
utes while preparing the mousse. 

To make the mousse, sift together the icing 
sugar and cocoa powder in a small bowl; set 
aside. Whip the cream in a medium bowl with 
an electric hand mixer until just thickened; 
sprinkle the surface with the sifted icing 
sugar and cocoa and whip until thick. Add 
the melted chocolate and stir until combined. 

Unroll the cake and remove the tea towel. 
Spread the mousse over the cake, leaving a 
1" border. Sprinkle the mousse with the toffee 
bits and gently re-roll the cake. Wrap the cake 
in plastic wrap and place, seam side down, 
on a baking sheet. Refrigerate until the filling 
is set, 2 to 3 hours. Remove the plastic and 
slice the cake to serve.

Preheat the oven to 350°F. Lightly grease and 
flour a 10-cup Bundt pan. Combine the but- 
ter, milk, cocoa and salt in a small saucepan 
over medium heat. Whisk until the butter is 
just melted; remove from the heat and allow 
the mixture to cool slightly. 

Sift together the flour, sugar and baking 
soda in a large bowl. Add the melted butter 
mixture, stirring to combine. Add the eggs, 
one at a time, stirring to combine. Add the 
sour cream and vanilla and stir until smooth. 

Scrape the batter into the prepared Bundt 
pan. Bake for 40 to 45 minutes, or until a 
toothpick inserted in the centre of the cake 
comes out clean. Let the cake cool for 


10 minutes in the pan before inverting on 
a cake plate to cool completely. 

While the cake is cooling, make the glaze. 
Place the chocolate in a heatproof bowl. Heat 
the cream in a small saucepan over medium 
heat until just under a boil. Pour the cream 
over the chocolate and let sit for 5 minutes, 
without stirring, to allow the chocolate to gen 
tly melt. Using a rubber spatula, stir together 
the cream and chocolate until the mixture 
is smooth and glossy. Stir in the corn syrup. 
Drizzle the glaze over the Bundt cake and 
sprinkle the top with the chocolate shavings. 

Let the cake sit for 30 minutes to allow 
the glaze to set before serving.

CHOCOLATE HAZELNUT FUDGE 
CAKE WITH GANACHE 

PREP & COOK TIME 1 HOUR I SERVES 10 TO 12

4 oz toasted hazelnuts r 

8 oz dark chocolate, chopped ^ 

Vi cup + 2 tbsp unsalted butter 

1 cup brown sugar 

5 large organic free-range eggs, separated 

Ganache 

4 oz dark chocolate, finely chopped 

Vi cup 35% cream 

Cocoa powder for dusting (optional)

Preheat the oven to 350°F. Grease a 9" 
springform pan and line with parchment 
paper on the base and up the sides. 

Grind the nuts in a food processor until they 
are a fine, even crumb; set aside. Place the 
chocolate and butter in a heatproof bowl over 
a pot of barely simmering water. Stir occasion- 
ally until the chocolate is melted and the mix- 
ture is silky and smooth; remove from the heat. 

Stir the brown sugar and ground hazelnuts 
into the chocolate and butter mixture. Add the 
egg yolks, one at a time, stirring well after 
each addition. Beat the egg whites with an 
electric hand mixer until stiff peaks form. 
Gently fold the egg whites into the chocolate 
mixture, being careful they don’t deflate. 
Scrape the mixture into the prepared pan 
and bake on the middle rack of the oven until 
the cake is crisp on the top, about 45 min- 


utes. Allow the cake to cool completely 
in the pan before removing the ring. Gently 
unmould the cake onto a serving plate and 
carefully peel away the parchment paper. 

To make the ganache, place the chopped 
chocolate in a heatproof bowl. Heat the cream 
in a small saucepan over medium heat until 
just simmering. Pour the cream over the 
chocolate and let sit for 5 minutes, without 
stirring, to allow the chocolate to gently melt. 
Using a rubber spatula, gently stir together 
the cream and chocolate until the mixture 
is smooth and glossy. Pour the ganache over 
the cake, letting it run down the sides. Let 
the cake stand at room temperature for about 
30 minutes to allow the ganache to set. If 
desired, decorate the top of the cake with 
a patterned dusting of cocoa powder before 
slicing into wedges; serve.

Using an electric stand mixer fitted with 
the paddle attachment, beat together the 
butter and sugars until light and fluffy, 
about 3 minutes. Scrape down the batter 
from the sides of the bowl and beat in 
the eggs, one at a time, until completely 
combined. Beat in the vanilla extract. 

Stir together the buttermilk and vege- 
table oil in a medium bowl. Add the dry 
ingredients to the butter mixture in three

additions, alternating with the wet ingredi- 
ents, and beating until just combined after 
each addition. Divide the batter evenly 
between the cake pans, smoothing the tops 
with an offset spatula. Bake on the centre 
rack of the oven until the cakes are set in the 
centre, 35 to 40 minutes. Allow the cakes 
to cool in the pans for about 15 minutes 
before turning them out onto a wire rack, 
removing the parchment paper and allow- 
ing them to cool completely. 

Meanwhile, make the icing. Whisk 
together the cocoa powder, espresso and 
coffee liqueur until smooth; set aside to cool 
completely. Using an electric stand mixer 
fitted with the whisk attachment, beat the 
butter until light and fluffy. Whisk the 
espresso mixture into the butter in three 
additions, alternating with the icing sugar, 
and beating until combined after each 
addition. Fold in the melted chocolate. 

Cut each cake in half horizontally using 
a serrated knife. Place one layer cut side up 
on a cake plate and spread to the edges with 
about 72 cup of the buttercream. Cover with 
a cake layer cut side down. Spread with 
another 72 cup buttercream. Repeat with the 
other two layers. Lightly spread the top and 
sides of the cake with a thick crumb coat 
of buttercream and refrigerate until set, 
about 30 minutes. Ice the cake with the 
remaining buttercream and chill until set, 
about 30 minutes, before serving.
